I am advised that many of the com­ 
panies. or individuals, seeking to sup­ 
ply the public within the state with 
school books and other necessities,j 
make it a practice to secretly ('mploy j f 
many of those connected with schools 
or other professions and official posi­ 
tions, upou whose advise the public, is 
supposed, and has a right to rely. The 
secret character of such employment 
places the public at a disadvantage. 
In my judgment no 
one 
connected 
i with the public schools or other public 
service of the state should be permit­ 
ted to accept employment or compen­ 
sation from those who sell supplies to 
the public or the state, and further 
that secret employment by such per­ 
sons or institutions should also be 
prohibited. 
“I therefore 
recommend 
that 
all 
I such employes or representatives of 
persons or corporations seeking to sell 
school books or other supplies to the 
public should be required, immediate­ 
ly upon accepting such employment, 
to evidence that fact by such recorded 
notice as you deem proper, giving pub­ 
lic notice of the fact that they are 
i 
representative of such person or 
corporation, and that a failure to do 
so shall be declared to be a crime 
punishable by such fine and imprison­ 
ment as you may find proper. 


Referring to th is ,'the Message rec­ 
ommends as follows: 
“That such primaries be he’d at the

“I recommend that proper laws be 
enacted making it a criminal offense 
for a corporation of any kind to con­ 
tribute money, or other thing of value 
directly or Indirectly, to influence any 
nomination of a candidate for public 
office, o rthe election of any 
public 
officer, and that substantial penalty 
e imposed for violation of such law.

"Bill" Cross About Well.

Keeenirariula a Lobby Limit. 
i 


As to the practice of lobbying be- 


ore legislative bodies, the messagi* 
ays: 


"Believing that all classes of people 


who feel that the Interest of them- 
elves or their employers entitle them 
o be henrd before the legislative bod- 
es'of the state, but that such hearing 
should be open to the public, I earuest- 
1> recommend the adoption of such 
rules and the passage of auch laws as 
will limit the privilege ot the lobby- 
ist to open oral 'arguments or public 
print, and that n suitable penalty be 
provided 
punishing 
any 
offender 


against the rules or laws that you may 
provide or .enact; that this apply not 
only to lobbying before your honorable 
body, but before municipal legislative 
departments. 


I am advised that many of the com- 


panies, or individuals, seeking to sup- 
ply the public within the state with 
school books and other necessities, 
make it a practice to secretly employ 
many of those connected with schools 
or other professions and official posi- 
tions, upon whose advise the public. Is 
supposed, and has a right to rely. The 
secret character ot such employment 
places the public at a disadvantage. 
In my judgment uo one 
connected 


with the public schools or other public 
service of the state should be permit- 
ted to accept employment or compen 
sntton from those who sell supplies to 
the public or the state, and further 
that secret employment by such per- 
sons or institutions should also be 
prohibited. 


"I therefore recommend that 


uuch employes or representatives O 
persons or corporations seeking to sel' 
school books or other supplies to thi 
.inbllc should be required, Immediate 
ly upon accepting such employment 
lo evidence that fact by such recorder 
notice as you deem proper, giving pub 
lie notice of the fact that they are 
r. representative of auch person or 
corporation, and that a failure to do 
so shall be declared to be a crime 
punishable by such fine and Imprison- 
ifient as you may flnd proper. 


Referring to this,"the rieasage rec- 
ommends as follows: 


"That such primaries be held at the 


expense of the state, and by all polit- 
ical parties upon the same 
day 


throughout the state, and all Its sub- 
divisions.

"Thnt noVandldttteM'or office be ro- 


iiiuiriid to make payment nf any fee to 
secure the printing of his name upon 
the ballot, 


"That the amount of money that any 


candidate may expend directly or in- 
directly, or thut others may uxnond i 
for him. Incident to his candidacy for ] 
the primary nomination, be limited, 
rated as to tho various officers as the 
legislature may deem wise and thut 
every such candidate at the primary 
election shall 
at the proper 
time 


designated In the law) file a sworn 
tatement of all moneys expended hy 
im or In his interest by others and 
lie purpose for which each Item of 
xpense was incurred. 
"I recommend that proper laws be 
nacted making It a criminal offense 
or a corporation of any kind to eon- 
ribute money, or other thing of value 
lrectly or Indirectly, to Influence any 
louiiuatiou of a candidate for public 
office, o rthe election of any public 
ifflcer, and that substantial penalty 
>e imposed for violation of such law.

"Referring to the provision of the 


Federal law that a citizen of another 
state (natural or artificial) may in an 
action by or against a citizen of (his 
state, either by original filing or by 
subsequent removal, avoid the courts 
of this state, and have his case tried in 
the federal courts. In case the amount 
involved be more than $2,000; there 
are many Instances in which I consid- 
er this Is unfair to the people of our 
state, and gives a special privilege to 
the non-citizen, greater, I believe, than 
congress Intended they should have; 
nnd I also believe congress, in Its wis- 
dom, contemplated 
that the states 


might regulate this lu certain cases. 
For example, the foreign corporation, 
which practically domiciles Itself In 
our state by setting up its agency 
obtaining a certificate authorizing It 
to do business within our state, and 
constantly dealing with our citizens 
It is my opinion that such corpora- 
Jons should be required to submit dif- 
ferences with our citizens to the courts 
of the state. While I do not reflect up 
)n the federal courts HH an Inadequat- 
jpoprtunity for securing Justice, Ihe 
Imited number of federal courts makes 
It necessary for many of our people to 
incur the expense and loss of time 
traveling great distances and watt 
Ing for their day of trial in a crowd 
ed forum, Instead of being permittee 
to enjoy the convenience of a court In 


counly where they reside, and where 


the cause of action arose. 


I flnd that many foreign corpor- 


ations have taken their charters from 
distant states in order to enjoy just 
such special privileges. 1 also find 
thai they, avail themselves .Qflea ot. Ihe. 
special privilege of carrying causes 
to the federal courts as a means of In- 
ducing unfair settlement. 


"I believe that these corporations 


which come into our state to do busi- 
ness and obtain a state license for that 
purpose are to be welcomed by us as u 
fart of the business Interests of the 
state, and that they should have junt 
protection and an opportunity to se- 
cure Justice In our state courts, but I ; 
do not belle** that they should enjoy 
this special privilege, which, whlie 
n favor to them. Is a hardship upon 
our citizen*. 


I 
"Therefore, bejleving that oon«r»aa 


intended that States might provide rea- 
sonable limitation upon the general 
provisions, I recommend that auoh re- 
moval of causes from tho state to the 
federal courts by foreign corpoi itioua 
' shall work a revocation of their li- 
cense to do business within the state."

As to the practice of lobbying be- 


fore legislative bodies, tho musaagt!

"Believing that all classes of people 


who reel that the interest of them- 
selves or their employers entitle them 
to be hem-d before the legislative bod- 
ies'of the state, but that such bearing 
should be open to the public, I earnest- 
1> recommend the adoption of such 
rwlea and the passage of »nch laws as 
will limit the privilege ot the lobby- 
ist to open oral 'arguments or public 
print, and that a suitable penalty be 
provided 
punishing 
any 
offender 


against the rules or laws that you may 
provide or «nact; that this apply not 
only to lobbying before your honorable 
body, but before municipal legislative 
departments. 


I am advised that many of the com- 


panies, or Individuals, seeking to sup- 
ply the public within the state with 
school books and other necessities, 
make it a practice to secretly employ 
many of those connected with schools 
or other professions and official posi- 
tions, upon whose advise tbe public, is 
supposed, and has a right to rely. The 
secret diameter of such employment 
places the public at a disadvantage. 
In my judgment no one connected 
with the public schools or other public 
service of (he state should he permit- 
ted to accept employment or compen- 
sation from those who sell supplies to 
the public or the state., and further 
that secret employment by such per- 
sons or institutions should also be 
prohibited. 


"I therefore recommend that all 


such employes or representatives ot 
persons or corporations seeking to sell 
school books or other supplies to the 
public should be required, Immediate- 
ly upon accepting such employment, 
to evidence that fact by such recorded 
notice as you deem proper, giving pub- 
lic notice of the fact that they are 
r, representative of such person or 
corporation, and that a failure to do 
so shall be declared to be a crime 
punishable by such fine and Imprison- 
ifient as you may find proper.

state, either by original filing or by 
subsequent removal, avoid the courts 
of this state, and have his case tried In 
the federal courts. In case the amount 
Involved be more than $2,000; there 
are many Instances in which I consld 
er this Is unfair to tbe people of our 
state, and gives a special privilege to 
the non-citizen, greater, I believe, than 
congress Intended they should have; 
and I also believe congress, in its wis- 
dom, 
contemplated 
that the states 


might regulate this iu certain cases. 
For example, the foreign corporation, 
which practically domiciles Itself In 
our state by setting up its agency, 
obtaining a certificate authorizing it 
to do business within our state, am) 
constantly dealing with our citizens 
It is my opinion that such corpora- 
tions should be required to submit dif- 
ferences with our citizens to the courts 
of the state. While I do not reflect up- 
on the federal courts as an Inadequate 
opoprtunity for securing Justice, the 
limited number of federal courts makes 
it necessary for many of our people to 
incur the expense and loss of time 
traveling great distances and wait- 
Ing for their day of trial in a crowd 
ed forum, instead of being permitted 
to enjoy the convenience of a court In 
« county where they reside, and where 
the cause of action arose. 


"I find that many foreign corpor- 


ations have taken their charters from 
distant states In order to enjoy just 
such special privileges. 
I also find 


that they, avail therasalvee of ten of, the. 
special privilege of carrying causes 
to the federal courts as a means of In- 
ducing unfair settlement. 


"I believe that these corporations 


which come Into our state to do busi- 
ness and obtain » state license for that 
purpose are to be welcomed by us aa D 
fart of the business Interests of the 
state, and that they should have Just 
protection and an opportunity to se- 
cure Justice In our state courts, but I 
do not believe that they should enjoy 
this ipaclal privilege, which, white 
a favor to them, la a hardship upon 
our citizens. 


"Therefore, believing that oongrwes 


Intended that State* might provide rea- 
sonable limitation upon the general 
provision*, I recommend that *uoh re- 
moval of causes from the state to the 
federal courts by foreign corpoi itionu 
shall work a revocation of their li- 
| cense to do business within the state."
